Two hundred and fifteen years ago tomorrow was the 
birth date of one of our first great statesmen and militar- 
ists, George Washington. 

, By successfully leading an undisciplined, ragged, and 
poorly equipped army to victory, Washington proved him- 
self worthy to rank with the top military commanders of 
history. 

Technically speaking, Washington was not a master 
at the art of war. He did not always win his battles, nor 
did he rise as a powerful figure to conquer the world. His 
career does not always hold us spellbound as does that of 
Alexander; it has nothing of the pathetic inspiration of 
Hannibal; it has not the dramatic, breathless quality of 
Caesar; it has nothing of the proud, intense, and some- 
times fearful ways of Napoleon. 

Yet, because he was able to rise to the needs of the 
hour, and lead his people conscientiously toward the high 
goal of personal freedom, George Washington has truly 
‘earned the record: “First in peace, first in war, and first 
in the hearts of his countrymen.’’—B.G.
